Farmers from western Iowa com- 
munities invaded Council Bluffs ‘late 
today and besieged the county jail, 
which was guarded by about 200 spe- 
cial deputy sheriffs and police armed 
with machine guns and shotguns. 

F. Raymend Snyder, of Kingsley, 
Iowa, a leader in the movement to 
increase farm prices by blockading 
markets, had warned Sheriff P. A. 
Lainson that if the picketers were not 
released tonight the farmers would 
raid the jail and free them. 


Lainson conferred with other cout 


ty officials and it was agreed to re- 
lease the prisoners on $100 bonds each 
and bring them in later for trial. 

Property bonds covering bail were 
presented for 43 men whose cases 
were to be heard Wednesday. Earlier 
12 men, who had been sent to jail 
for 30 days for failure to pay $100 
fines, were liberated. 

Charged with unlawful assembly, 
the picketers were arrested last night 
while attempting to keép live stock 
and produce trucks from reaching the 
important Omaha market. Only one 
road was being picketed 
lowa. 

The day was not without its cas- 
ualties. Claude Dail, of Council 
Bluffs, a special deputy, was fatally 
wounded by an accidental discharge 
of a sawed-off shotgun while being 
shown how to operate it. Deputy 
Sheriff Ora Kinsell, whow as demon- 
strating the gun, said he did not know 
it was loaded. Joe Ludwig, another 
new deputy, was slightly wounded. 

In a statement issued late today 
at Des Moines, Governor Dan Turner 
declared the farm strike situation does 
not, in his judgment, call for use of 
Iowa national guard troops. 

The natioral guard is in annual en- 
campment at Des Moines. 

The holiday sentiment was evidenc- 
ed in yet another section today. Farm- 
ers of Pipestone county, Minnesota, 
plan to start a picket Monday, John 
Steffen, leader of the movement there, 
announced. Pipestone county is near 
the Iowa and South Dakota lines.

Cuts in Interstate Hauls 
Will Save Growers $1,- 
000,000 Year. 


Following the inauguration of in- 
| trastate cotton freight rate reduc- 
‘tions several days ago, railway offi- 
cials are now working out details of 
similar reductions in interstate rates 
which will save cutton growers of 


lion dollars annually, according’ to 
railway traffic officials, who Thurs- 
day revealed efforts to install the new 
rates on September 6. 

Only a few technical details remain 
to be threshed out, according to G. E. 
Boulineau, of the Georgia raiiway, 
before it is definitely known whether 
or not it will be possible to publish 
the new interstate schedules for op- 
eration on September 6. 

The new rates which railway offi- 
cials have agreed upon will affect 
shipments in Georgia, Alabama, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Virginia 
and Florida, and will amount to from 
fo cents to $1 a bale on interstate 
tonnage. Intrastate rates which be- 
came effective on August 18 were 
similar. 

Announcer-ent of the new inter- 
state rates was made by J. M. -Gloer 
Jr., secretary of the Atlantic Cotton 
Association, who said that negotia- 
tions for the lower freight rates on 
cotton had been carried on between 
railway officials, his assogiation and 
the traffic officials of the American 
Cotton Manufacturers’. Association. 

Mr. Gloer pointed out that railway 
men were anxious to aid the agricul- 
tural producer in the southeast and 
in addition meet competitive freight 
rates offered b. motor truck compa- 
nies. 

While the new reduction schedules 
will work on a sliding scale, it is 
expected by traffic men that an aver- 
age reduction of approximately 20 per 
cent will be put into effect in inter- 
state shipments. 

The move in the southeast follows 
closely announcement Thursday that 
cotton freight rates for shippers in 
the lower Miasissippi valley had been 
reduced from 75 cents to $1 a bale. 

Railvay and eotton men pointed 
wit that any saving in the cost of 
transportation will automatically af- 
fect the grower.

| STATE CAPITOL, ALBANY. N. 
Y.. Aug. 25.—(UP)—Franklir OD. 
Roosevelt, democratic candidate for the 
presidency, declared himself late today 
in favor of a shorter working week as 
a means of relieving the unemploy- 
ment situation. 

The New York governor, in a tele- 
gram to the state Federation of Labor 
convention in Utica, declared that 
such a move would result in “room 
being made for at least 10 or 15 per 
cent more people in most of the 
tlants which are at present in opera- 
tion.” 

“I ‘believe it is essential that defi- 
nite steps be taken at once.” 

The governor's telegram, sent to 
John Sullivan, president of the state 
federation, in part, said: 

“I am glad that the state federa- 
tion is indorsing the movement for 
shorter hours or a shorter week as a 
means of relieving unemployment. I 
helieve that at this time this is a fac- 
‘tor in any relief program. It means 
the making of additional jobs by fewer 
hours of work per. man. 

“This cah be done through agree- 
ments between industrial workers and

financial markets today.* 

Wheat ‘in the Chicago pit shot up 
as much as 2 3-4 cents a bushel, its 
sharpest advance in weeks, and in the 
|New York Cotton Exchange, that 
staple pushed up as much as $1.50 a 
| bale, on top of gains of $2.50 a bale 
| yesterday. 
| Both staples slipped back somewhat 
| from their best levels of the day, but 
| wheat finished with net advances of 
|1 3-4 to 1 7-8 cents a bushel, and 
‘cotton with gaine of 55 to 70 cents 
a bale over yesterday’s final prices. 

In cotton, the July delivery crossed 
the 9-cent-a-pound level to 9.15 cents, 
the top price registered in the New 
York maret since August 3, 1931. 
The advance in this staple from its 
‘June low amounts to approximately 
| 66 per cent, indicating an apprecia- 
tion in the value of the estimated new 
-erop, together with the carryover from 
last year, of some $400,000,000. 

At the best levels today the mar- 
ket was about $3.50 a bale above the

Thousands of union coal miners— 
defeated i: their aim to close south- 
ern Illinois coal fields in protest 
against the new $5 basic wage scale, 
but threate:.ing to return another day 
“and use different methods”—treked 
sorrowfully toward their homes from 
southern Illinois coal fields today. 

Some bore bumps and bruises suf- 
fered in physical combat against sher- 
iffs and state police: a few sustained 
more serious injuries. 

Four thousand miners,_the remnant 
of a motorcade five miles long that 
was turned back last night from 


Franklin county, evacuated at Coul- 
terville and started homeward. 
Authorities from other sections of 
the state said they believed the ma- 
jority of miners had decided. to desist 
from protesting against the new wage 
scal’ Only at Mark, Ill., where 2.500 
pickets halted work in a mine, was 
anv sizeable assemblage reported. 
Despite their failure to enter the 
Franklin county fields, the miners at 
Coulterville refused to admit defeat. 
at Benton. IIl., an airplane dis- 
tributed handbills urging miners to 
“throw down your tools and meet your 
25 000 union brothers at the Franklin 
county line.” 
Pat Ansboury, a West Frankfort 
mine leader. advised a mass meeting 
at Coulterville, to go to their homes 
and “make preparations to return.” 
“But don’t come back empty-hand- 
ed,” he said. “Be prepared to use 
methods similar to those used by 
Franklin county officers last night.” 
Chief Moody, of the highway police, 
announced he would permit no more 
motorcades into mine sections by the 
strikers. He said the long- parades 
were a hindrance to traffic.

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—(4)—Mrs. 
Edith Rockefeller McCormick, young- 
er daughter of John D. Rockefeller 
| Sr., died today at 4:40 p. m. (central 
daylight time) today from cancer. 

The Chicagy, society leader; who 
once was recognized as the richest 
woman in the world, died peacefully 
after she kad been in a coma for more 
than 13 hours. She would have been 
60 years old on August 31, 

Death oceurred in rn apartment in 
the Drake hotel overlooking the Lake 
Shore drjve mansion, the gift of her 
fatuer. which she deserted a few weeks 
ago when, apparently, reali 
the seriousness of her illness. | 

With her when she died were her 
divorced husband, Harold F. McCor- 
mick; their daughters, Mrs. Mathilde 
McCormick Oser and Mrs. Muriel 
McCormick Hubbard; their son, Fow- 
‘ler; Mrs. Hubbard’s husband,’ Major 
Nisha D. Hubbard, of Connecticut;

_Jose Sanjurjo, an old war horse of 
the royalist regime, was convicted of 


rebellion against the young republic 
» today and sentenced to death. His 
sentence was then commuted to life 
» imprisonment. 

the climax of a day and a half of 
deliberation by a mixed tribunal of 
the supreme court and the cabinet 
Violently divided the populace ac- 
cording to its sympathies and gave 
rise to rumors of another monarch- 
ist uprising. 

General Herranz, Sanjurjo’s lifelong 
companion in arms, was sentenced to 
30 years in prison—equivalent to a 
life term. Lieutenant Colonel In- 
fantes received a term of 12 years, 
and Captain Justo Sanjurjo, the gen- 
eral’s son, was liberated. These sen- 
tences were not altered, 

The chief defendants were found 
guilty of conspiring to place Don 
Juan Carlos, third son of former King 
Alfonso, on the vacated throne in the 
short-lived revolt of two weeks ago 
Which led to the occupation of Se- 
ville for a few hours and bloodshed 
in the streets of Madrid.

Be- .use of this designation the 
memory of Mrs. Robb is to be signal- 
ly honored at the general meeting of 
the U. D. C. in Memphis in Novem- 
ber. The selection of this lady as one 
whose memory shall thus be recalled 
was made by Miss Caroline Patterson, 
of Macon, state historian of the U, 
D. C. She made the selection at the 
request of Mrs. John Rusek Anderson, 
national U. D. C. historian. 

There is very cordial interest here 
in the selection because Mrs. Robb 
was the grandmother of Dr. Craig Bar- 
row and David C. Barrow, both well 
known residents of Savannah. Dr. Bar- 
row furnished some of the data upon 
which the sele*tion was based. 

Mrs. Anderson has designated Mrs. 


Elizabeth Church, and was a native 
of Athens. She married Lewis Steven- 
son Craig, a lieutenant in the United 
States army. When he died she became 
the wife of James Robb, of New Or- 
leans. They lived afterwards in Chi- 
cago and New York. While her hus- 
band was a staunch unionist, Mrs. 
Robb’s whole sympathy was with the 
south and both in New York and Chi- 
cago she was a verit-ble angel to the 
occupants of northern army prisons.

Using Grapes for Canning. 

In a season of unusual plentiful- 
“ness, grapes should not go unheeded. 
. They may he canhed just like cher- 
«ries, for winter use, may be made 
into delightful grape juice, or stored 
‘as conserve or butter. In any form, 
«grapes offer interesting variety and 
‘unusual flavor for the winter menu. 


One of the greatest delicacies in 
the jelly line is a minted green grape 
“jelly. This may be made now, while 
the grapes are only partly turned. 
Wash the desired amount of half- 
green grapes, heat till they may be 
easily crushed. Add one bunch fresh, 
well-washed and bruised mint to each 
*four pounds of grapes, and cook till 
“grapes are soft enough to drain. 

Turn into a jelly bag and allow 
to drip, then measure the amount of 
juice which is extracted. Boil the 
juice. Add for each pint of it, one 
«pound of sugar. Boil together 12 min- 
"utes, when the jelly stage should be 
reached. 

If desired, altogether green grapes 
may be used, and a little coloring add- 
“ed to make the jelly a bright green 
.color. This jelly is delicious when 
«served with roast lamb, or any cold 

meat cuts. It is even good with 

chicken. And used in tiny cubes as 
.a garnish, it livens up any fruit 
* salad. 

Grape Conserve. 

Grape conserve is considered quite 
a delicacy, especially as an accom- 
paniment to the meat course for a 
Sunday night supper. or other buffet 
- occasion. To make it, you will need 
*the following ingredients: 

i Seven pounds Concord = grapes, 
sugar, 4 oranges, 2 pounds seedless 
white grapes, 1 pound chopped wal- 
nuts.

Governor -Wires Farm 
Board Move Would Sus- 
tain Prices. 


Governor Richard B. Russell Jr., 
in telegrams sent Thursday to the 
chairman of the federal farm board 
and to the secretary of agriculture, 
in Washington, urged officials to make 
“a definite announcement of’ with- 
holding your cotton for at least one 
year.” 

In this telegram to the chairman of 
the farm board, the governor said: 

“Present upward trend in price of 
cotton brings encouragement to the 
cotton farmers and people of the 
south despite the prospects of a very 
short crop. However, the*expressed in- 
tention of the federal farm board to 
sell part of your cotton holdings is 
calculated to depress the price and 
any wholesale dumping would be dis- 
astrous. to the cotton farmers. On 
August 12, 1931. I wired you insist- 
ing that the federal farm board im- 
ee pes and definitely declare a 
fixed policy of withholding their cot- 
ton from channels of trade until the 
price reached cost of production. Such 
announcement is all the more impor- 
tant at this critical period and I urge 
the federal farm board to immediately 
and definitely announce that none 
of your cotton will be placed on the 
market for at least one year. Such 
announcement should sustain prices 
and bring much relief to the suffer- 
ing agricultural population of the 
south.” 

The governor’s telegram to the sec- 
retary of agriculture said: 

“The upward trend of cotton market 
brings encouragement to cotton far- 
mers despite the assurance of a very 
short crop. Definite announcement 
from you that all cotton held by your 
department obtained under seed loans 
will not be marketed for one year 
should sustain prices and bring much 
relief to suffering agricultural popu- 
lation of the south. Permit me to re- 
spectfully urge you to announce a 
definite policy of withholding your 
cotton for at least one year.” 


HARDEMAN CLAIMS 
DAVIDSON OFFERED

Judge R. N. Hardeman, of Louis-

Mr. Davidson at 
some length went: into the matter with 
reference to the state highway depart- 
ment and Kentucky Rock Asphalt 
Company.

CUTHBERT, Ga., Aug. 25.—Citi- 
zens of Randolph and surrounding 
counties turned out today to stage 
what was said by many to be the 
largest political rally ever held here.

Nation-wide attention has been 
aroused by the ruling of Common 
Pleas Judge Wannamaker, of Akron, 
Ohio, that the bare legal right to 
foreclose a mortgage will not be 
sufficient ground in his court in fu- 
ture for such action. 


Beside the legal right, this far- 
seeing judge holds, it will be neces- 
sary, “in these ties,” to prove the 
ability to gain an immediate finan- 
cial benefit either by selling or rent- 
ing the property. 

Certainly the court is correct in 
its position that so extreme a meas- 
ure as foreclosure should not be re- 
sorted to, nor granted, if the attempt 
is made, unless it is clearly evident 
that the concern involved is hope- 
lessly insolvent, with no prospect of 
protecting the interests and rights 
of those who hold its obligations. In 
that event foreclosure is warranted.

‘Then they 
went to Zurich, where Mrs. MeCor- 
mick purchased the estate of Colonel 
Voegli and settled down to a life of 
‘studying psychoanalysis, attending 
coneerts, playing tennis, dancing and 
even, it is said, taking a course in 
‘domestic art. 

Studies Under Jung. 

| Her interest in psychoanalysis was 
/so intense that, after studying under 
Dr. Jung, she began to teach the new 
science herself, and at one tim had 
99 patients six of whom she brought 
to America when she returned. In 
America, she confided to a_ friend 
that three times during her eight years 
in Zurich she had been attacked by 
tuberculosis, and each time she had 
been cured by psychoanalysi:. 

Mrs. McCormick's belief in psy- 
choanalysis was immutable. She re- 
garded the practice of it as .her par- 
ticular service to her fellowmen, and 
she never turned down anyone who 
came to her with earnestness and the 
recommendation of a physician. 

Mrs. McCormick believed that in her 
previous existence on earth she was 
Ankn-Es-En-Pa-Aten, the child wife 
of Tutankhamen. 

Mrs. McCormick was an_ ardent 
astrologist, and her Christmas was not 
our Christmas. It was fixed by the 
stars and occurred about December 108.

Tennesseean To Seek Govy- 
ernorship in November 
General Election. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 25.—() 
Disregarding the democratic state pri- 
mary board's dismissal of his con- 
test against nomination of Hill Mc- 
Alister for governor, Lewis 8. Pope 
early today announced he would seek 
the governorship in the November gen- 
eral election. 

McAlister led’ Pope by a plurality 
of approximately 9.500 votes in the 
August 4 democratic primary and was 
formally certified as the candidate last 
night when the primary board threw 
out Pope's contest, based on charges 
of fraudulent voting of negroes and 
other election irregularities, for lack 
of proof. 

Terming the board's proceeding a

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SNAKE DANCE RITE 
BY HOPI INDIANS 


HOPI MESA, HOTEVILLE. Ariz., 
Aug. 25.—(UP)—Indian priests came 
dancing out of the underground today 
with snakes hanging, writhing and 
rattling, from their mouths. 

In the most savage survival of abo- 
riginal customs, the Hopi Indians 
were staging their annual snake dance 
and prayer for rain. j 

The dance began today after nine 
days of secret ceremonies io the kivas, 


prepare their strange ritual equip- 
ment. Since sundown yesterday the 
boom of underground drums was heard 
as the priests chanted and danced 
themselves into the proper fervor. 

In the caverns, the sacred nacti— 
a charm of eagle feathers—had been 
blessed and sted to keep out hos- 
tile gods, e sand painting had 
been made—a bright landscape in 
blue, purple and orange sands, ¢e- 
picting the rain and lightning. The 
snakes, dozens of them rattlers, had 
heen washed. blessed and made ready 
(the Hopis wash the snakes annualiy 
as a service to the “little brothers of 
the underworld,” who cannot wash 
themselves). | 

At sunup, the high priests came 
whirling out of the kivas, appalling in 
grotesqtie painted masks and feather- 
ed head-dresses. The “carriers” came 
next, followed by the “huggers.” The 
snakes were kept in sacks in the kivas 
while all gathered on the ceremonial! 
lain. Slow, palsied dancing and end- 
ess dolorous chanting began. 

Then the “carriers” and .“huggers” 
slipped back to the kivas. With a 
coneerted yell, they reappeared—each 
with a snake between his teeth, the 
reptile’s head swinging free. Each 
carrier had a hugger at his back, his 
left arm about the carrier's watst, 
his right hand bearing a_ feathered 
whip. This he dangled in the «nake's 
eves, apparently to distract his at- 
tention from the copper face a few 
inches awny. 

Occasionally a snake whipped him- 
self free from the carrier's mouth. 


carrier. 

At a signal the carriers danced to- 
ward a large circle in the center of 
the plain. Almost with one motion 
the snakes were thrown in to the 
ring. “Huggers” stood about the rim, 
beating back the snakes that tried to 
escape, while squaws scattered § s8a- 
cred corn meal over the reptiles. 

Then the carriers rushed forward, 
each grasping to his breast as many 
snakes as his arms would hold. The 
carriers ran in the six directions of 
Hopi astronomy and flung the snakes 
from them, to crawl away through 
the “underworld” to Ta Wa, the sun 
god. and tell him of the Hopi'’s need 
for rain. 

The rattlesnakes are not defanged, 
and there is no satisfactory expla- 
nation why the Indians are _ not 
bitten.

“He continues to try to lead the 
people of Georgia to believe that I 
am responsible for this nuisance tax

“At last the governor has summon- 
ed up sufficient courage to declare 
that he is in favor of state and fed- 
eral regulation of trucks and buses 
operated for hire, and merely because 
he presided as speaker over the Geor- 
gia house of representatives when 
some kind of a bill affecting buses 
and trucks was under consideration, 
he now claims he was always in fa- 
vor thereof. But when and where 
did the governor ever advocate such 
legislation, and just why did he de- 


lay so long his yague and indefinite 
declaration of his position on this 
question, until he was forced to do| 
so by the’ insistent demands of the | 
people of Georgia? | 

“Will he not be bold enough to tell 
the people of Georgia Whether or not 
he will favor the abolition of the fed- 
eral farm board?

Demand for Kepeal Nuisance Tax. 


“All over the country there is a 
pérsistent demand for a repeal of the 
nuisance tax provisions contained in 
the recent federal tax act, and to sub- 
stitute therefor a general manufac- 
turers’ sales tax in order to raise the 
money necessary for the legitimate 
operations of the federal government. 
This is exactly in line with what I 
advocated in the last congress in or- 
der to avoid the levy of these nuisance 
taxes. I will support and advocate 
such a bill in order that the people 
may be relieved of these nuisance 
taxes, and particularly the tax on elec- 
tricity, bank checks, etc., about which 
the governor has talked so glibly. 
Would he do so? Has he the cour- 
age and manhood to tell the people 
of Georgia just how he would vote on 
that question if elected te the senate? 
The people want to be relieved of 
these nuisance taxes, and yet they 
realize that the government must raise 
money from some other source. If 
the governor will not support the 
general manufacturers’ sales tax, just 
what tax will he put upon the people 
to take the place of. these nuisance 
taxes? This is a question in which 
every citizen of Georgia is vitally in- 
terested, and they are entitled to know 
just where Governor Russell stands. 
Bolster up your courage, Governor, 
and dare to tell them if you will, or 
else cease all of your demagogic talk 
about federal taxes.

Remains at His Post in Crucial Period 

“In recent speeches the governor 
has even gone to the extent of say- 
ing that 1 sought selection as a dele- 
gate to the Chicago convention, and 
seehs to leave the impression that 
I did not attend the convention for 
some ulterior motive. No one knows 
better thar the governor that there 
is no truth in any such charge. Gover- 
nor Roosevelt has been my personal 
friend ever since he wes assistant sec- 
retary of the navy under President 
Wilson and, without my knowledge 
even, he naméd me as one of the dele- 
gates at large from the state of Geor- 
gia. [ accepted this appointment, be- 
lieving that congress would adjourn 
before the’ convention met, but pub- 
lie business prevented this, and, dur- 
ing the entire week of the conven- 
tion I was attending to publie busi- 
ness, being specifically engaged dur- 
ing that entire time as chairman of 
the conferees of the house and senate 
on the relief bill, endeavoring to iron 
out the differences existing and in 
an effort to frame a bill which would 
escape a veto by the president. After 
working for nine days and nights the 
conferees agreed upon a bill and the 
president acceded thereto except upon 
one point. I, together with other con- 
ferees, insisted upon a provision in 
that bill allowing any individual citi- 
zen of the United States, who could 
furnish the required security to be per- 
mitted to borrow money from tbe Re- 
coustruction Finance Corporation. 
The president declined to agree to 
this. We passed the. bill, however, 
through congress with that provision 
and the president vetoed it an that 
account. After the veto the bill as 
agreed upon, eliminating that provi- 
sion, was then passed by congress, I 
felt that it was incumbent upon me 
to remain at my post in the perform- 
ance of my public duty, rather than 
to attend a_ political convention, 
however much I] would have enjored 
being there and taking part in the 
deliberations of that convention, 
especially the nomination of my good 
friends, Governor Roosevelt and 
Speaker Garner. 

Refused a Word that Might Have 
Saved County.
